It  exhausts  all  the  resources  of 
human  understanding  and  pru- 
dence ;  it  exerciaei  and  elevates 
the  social  virtues.  The  history 
of  aU  revolutions  and  the  example 
of  France  should  render  you  pru- 
dent, and  moderate  your  impa- 
tience; they  will  show  you  that 
cveiyrcTalu^on  which  impatience 
would  terminate  in  a  day,  has 
caused  tears  to  flow  for  ages ;  and 
that,  on  the  contrary,  the  quiet 
and  constant  movement  of  new 
institutions  consolidates  instead 
of  destroying.  We  may  compare 
the  one  to  the  results  of  the 
stormy  inundation  of  a  torrent, 
wbich  sweeps  every  thing  away, 
and  the  other  to  the  majestic  and 
beneficent  swelling  of  the  Nile, 
which  fertilizes  every  thing,  and 
destroye  nothing.
